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WE give this week an index of the last fifty-seven 
numbers of the Army AND Navy JourNAL, which 
are to be included in the twenty-fith volume. This 
completes the quarter century of the JOURNAL'S 
history and we shall next week have something to 
say anent the celebration of the silver anniversary 
of our association with the military services. It 
has been an eventful quarter of a coutury—com- 
mencing in the midst of our greatest war and end- 
ing at a period when the nation is gathering, for 
North and South alike, the ripened fruit of the pa- 
triotic effort and sacrifice of its soldiers and sailors. 
We would that we might add that it was gathering 
with equal solicitude the fruit of that experience in 
the conduct of military affairs which was gained 
at such great cost. Then we should be spareggthe 
spectacle of neglect by Congress to provide the 
necessary appropriations for its military establish- 
meat while a cloud of om‘nous suggestion gathers in 
the heavens—not less to be noted because it appears 
in the beginning no bigger than a man’s hand. 








SEVERAL of the officers of the new detail for a 
tour at the Artillery School have arrived at Fort 
Monroe, and they will all report for duty to General 
Tidball on Saturday of next week, September 1. 








Bora Houses having agreed to the report of the 
Conference Committee on the Naval Appropriation 
bill, that measure is now in the hands of the en- 
grossing clerks and at the endof the week will 
reach the President for signature. The important 
features of the bill were published in detail in last 
week’s issue of the JOURNAL. 








THE bill to increase the number of college details 
was under consideration again in the House this 
week, but the debate that ensued did not seem to 
improve its chances for early passage. Mr. Town- 
shend says, however, that he will keep at it until 
action of some kind is reached. The War Depart- 
ment is quite anxious to have the bill disposed of as 
soon as possible, in order that the several vacant 
details, which are hung up in consequence of the 
uncertain prospects of the bill, may be filled. 








Senator Davis, who has charge of the 20 years’ 
service Army promotion bill, says’ he will take 
advantage of the first favorable opportunity that 
presents itself of calling that measure up for action. 
He has been watching for this chance for some 
weeks, but the continued presence of the several 
Senators who are known to be antagonistic to the 
measure has deterred him from making a move. 
He is quite hopeful, however, of securing the passage 
of the bill in some shape betore the present session 
closes. 








OwinG to the absence of Senator Cameron, one of 
the Senate conferees on the bill to retire Alfred 
Pleasonton, no meeting of the conference committee 
on that measure has yet been held. It is pretty 
safe to assume, however, that the committee when 
it does meet will adopt the Senate amendment, pro- 
viding for his retirement with the rank of major, 
iustead of colonel, as proposed by the House. The 

| infallible rule of the Senate in restoration now, is to 
give the beneficiary only the actual rank held when 
last in the Service, and unless the House conferees 
consent to follow out this policy, the bill will fail 
pltogether, This rule was laid down in the Ayerill 





ease, and it is the unanimous opinion of the Senate 
Miltary Committee that it should be strictly 
adhered to. 


Ir is understood that an opinion will shortly be 
asked of the Attorney-General, by the War Depart- 
ment, as to whether or not the following act in 
regard to the appointment of the senior aide to the 
major general, commanding, is still in force: ‘‘That 
the senior aide-de-camp of the majer-general com- 
manding the Army may be taken from the captains 
or majors of the Army and shall be allowed the pay 
and emoluments of major of cavalry.” This act 
was passed September 26, 1850. It has not been 
repealed by any direct law and no portion of it is 
embodied in the Revised Statutes. The question to 
be decided, therefore, is as to whether or not the 
law becomes obsolete and inoperative by reason of 
the enactment of the subsequent laws relating to the 
appointment of aides to the General and Lieutenant- 
general. 


Tue retirement of the Senior Inspector General of 
the Army, Absalom Baird, on Mondaysof this week, 
was closely followed the same day bythe nomina- 
tion to that position of Colonel Roger Jones, In- 
spector General, for some years past on duty at the 
Headquarters Division of the Atlantic. General 
Jones was at ovce summoned to Wasbington, and 
left Governor’s Island on Wednesday. We referred 
last week to the fitness of the new incumbent, for 
the responsible duties to which he has been cailed. 
He possesses all the military qualities so necessary 
fora thorough Inspector General, and he is re- 
markable for bis conscientiousness even in the 
minatest particular. President Cleveland has done 
well in this appointment, and we congratulate the 
Army upon it the more emphatically because we 
happen to have a personal knowledge of the entire 
fitness of General Jones to be the head of this—one 
of the most responsible departmonts of the Army. 




















Ir is not likely that there will be any further 
meetings of either of the Service committees during 
the remainder of the session unless the Senate Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees should como together 
occasionally for action on nominations that may be 
sent in from time to time. Neither of these com- 
mittees have transacted any business of importance 
for weeks past. It was with the greatest difficulty 
that a quorum of the Senate Military Committee 
was secured this week for the purpose of acting 
upon the nominations of Colonel Reger Jones, to 
be Inspector-General, and of General Averill, to be 
Captain on the retired list of the Army. The nom- 
ination of Captain Schley to be Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment and Recruiting and several other 
Naval nominations are hanging up because of the 
difficulty in getting a sufficient number of the mem- 
bers of the Naval Committee together to forma 
quorum. 


Tue next retirement for age is that of Brevet 
Major-General Marcus D. L. Simpson, Golonel and 
Assistant Commissary-General of Subsistence, 
U.S. A., which takes place on Tuesday next, August 
28. General Simpson, a native of New York, was 
graduated trom West Point in 1846, and promoted 
to the artillery arm of the Service, and took an 
active part in the Mexican War, receiving the brevets 
of ist Lieutenant and Captain for his gallantry at 
Contreras, Churubusco and Chapultepec. In 1835, he 
was appointed Commissary of Subsistence, with 
rank of Captain, and has remained in the.Subsist- 


ence Department ever since, attaining his present 














grade June 28, 1874. His services during the War 
of the Rebellion were highly meritorious, gaining 
for him the brevets of Colonel, Brigadier-General 
and Major-General. General Simpson in all his 
public transactions is a most painstaking and 
conscientious gflicer, and in private life a courteous 
and unassuming gentleman. 








GENERAL HAWLEY has not as yet carried out the 
instructions of the Senate Military Committee with 
regard to the preparation-of a bill clothing the 
Major General, commanding, with full power to act 
in all cases where the statutes. refer in express 
terms to the General and Lieutenant General. He 
expects to frame the bill, however; this week, but 
will not present it in the Senate until he has sub- 
mitted it to Major General Schofield for his views. 
The main object of the proposed measure is to make 
all provisions of existing laws wherem the General 
and Lieutenant General are expressly referred to, 
applicable to Major General Schofield with the ex- 
ception—strange and unreasonable as it may seem 
—of euch provisions as would egnfer upon him the 
rank, pay or emoluments of either of those grades. 
It is proposed to give him the benefit of the clause 
in the pending appropriation providing for the 
stenographer intended for General Sheridan, but 
this is the only emolament the committee contem- 
plate allowing him. 








THE cause of the revocation of the orders detail- 
ing ist Lieutenants Charles A. L. Totten and Alex. 
B. Dyer, 4th Artillery, and Benjamin H. Randolph, 
3d Artillery, to duty in connection with the Connec- 
ticut National Guard, is thus explained: The Goy- 
ernor of Connecticut in making application for the 
detail of these officers, desired that they should re- 
ceive their orders from the commanding officer of 
the State militia as to the manner of instructing 
and inspecting the troops. The details were 
promptly made, but when the Governor of Connec- 
ticut received copies of the orders he found that the 
officers were assigned ‘‘ under instructions from the 
Adjutant-General of the Army.” He objected to 
this method of detail and at once wrote the De- 
partment requesting that the orders be revoked. 
With equal promptness by the War Department the 
request was complied with, and this s why there 
will be no reports from officers of the Regular Army 
on the Connecticut National Guard encampment, 
which began on Monday last. 








THE Illustrated News contains a spirited sketch, 
by an eye-witness, of the duel between Boulanger 
and M. Flequet, which Broad Arrow commends to 
the attention of all officers of the English Arwy who 
take any pride in their weapon—the sword. The 
artist evidently understands the manipulation of 
the rapier as well as the pencil, and has placed the 
combatants in a natural and correct position, in- 
dicating to the eye of a swordsman oneof the causes 
which led to Boulanger’s discomfiture. General 
Boulanger has evidently been more accustomed to 
the escrime au sabre (cut and point) than to the 
escrime & la pointe (small sword or rapier), From 
the engagement of prime, equivalent to our 
‘*hanging guard” (the abomination and horror of 
all believers in the rapier) the general is in the act 
of lunging at his adversary in prime. M. Floquet, 
instead of parrying the thrust, (which, we can see, 
is rather wide of the mark) by a simple extension 
in carte, achieves a ‘‘ very palpable hit,” which 
Boulanger receives in the throat,

M. Sternberg, Major and 
Surgeon, U. 8. Army, upon the subject of glanders as an 
infectious disease and the propriety of killing animals suf- 
fering from said disease or farcy, as soon as recognized: 

EXTRACT. 


Glanders is an infectious disease in which the infectious 
aneut ~ been demonstrated to be a living micro-organism 
—a bacillus. 

Exact experiments have shown that the bacillus of glan- 
ders is killed by exposure of five minutes to a 5 per cent. 
solution of carbdolic acid, or by a 1 to 5000 solution of corrosive 
sublimate. In practice it will be best to ey upon boiling 
water for the disinfection of all articles which can be im- 
mersed in it without injury—rope balters, blankets, curry- 
combs, bits,etc, To keep on the safe side, half an bour may 
be fixed as the standard time during which articles to be 
disinfected shall be immersed in boiling water, or ex 
to steam at a temperature of 212° F. Articles of leather 
should be repeatedly washed with a5 per cent. solution of 
carbolic acid or a 1 to 1000 solution of corrosive 
sublimate; or immersed insuch a solution for at least one 
hour. If the solution can be used hot, say 180e F., without 
injury to the material, this will be desirable. 

Allexposed parts of an infected stable should be thor- 
oughly and repentediy (three or four times) washea 
with a hot solution of one of the above named disinfectants. 
The carbolic acid solution (5 per cent.) will be preferabie on 
account of the poisonous pature of the solution of the bi- 
chloride of mercury; but the latter is less expensive, avd 
under proper supervision there should be no special danger 
in using it. After its use, feeding trougbs, etc., should be 
thorouglly scrubbed with hot water to remove all traces of 
the poisonous salt. The application of a lime wash to all 
surfaces, after complete disinfection, will be desirable. 

Stables occupied by infected or suspected horses should 
be disinfected daily by washing exposed surfaces witb a 5 

er cent. solution of carbolic acid, and nose bags, balters, 
Buckets used tor drinking water, etc., should be carefully 
washed with the same solution or with boiling water. 

In view of the reliability of known measures of disinfec- 
tiov, when properly executed, I do not consider it necessary 
or justifiable to destroy Government property of value 
which has become infected by contact with animals suffer- 
ing from glandets. Ido not doubt the propriety of killing 
animals suffering from glanders or farcy as soon as the na- 
ture of the disease is recognized.

adopted since 188. In tne letter of transmittal, Sec- 
retary Whitney says, in answer to that portion of 
the, resolution concerning the purchase. of plans, 
etc, for naval vessels from abroad, that $6,900 was 
agreed upon as the price for the working drawings 
of the Texas, payable on the completion and accep- 
tanpe of the drawings. This sum yet remains to be 
paid, the delivery of the drawings, although in pro- 
grega, not yet having been completed. bile all 
information on the subject of foreign vessels pos-

ADMIRAL PoRTER, in a letter to Senator Hoar, on 
the fishery question, says: ‘‘ The crews of our ships 
of war are gencrully made up of men from all parts 
of the world, largely from the Scandinavian race, 
who do not care what flag they serve under. These 
are the descendants of the Huns, Goths, and other 
barbarians who once overrau Europe. They enlist 
in our Navy softened in character, but still free 
lances, as of old. They serve for money, with no 
sentiment for flag or pationulity, and possibly, if it 
came to an action with a ship of their ownora 
neighboring nation, they would haul down the 
American flagzand hoist that of their own country.” 








CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

THOSE optimistic gentlemen whose theory of gov- 
ernment for the Great American Republic excludes 
the contingency of war are respectfully invited to 
read in thie light of history the tiidseaze on the fish- 
eries question this week sent to Congress by 
President Cleveland. It is a most statesmanlike 
document and demonstrates the capacity of the 
President to adjust his action to the necessities of 
finy given situation. Without eiitetinig iate the 
discussion as to the merits of the treaty with Great 
Britain which the Senate has rejected, it is obvious 
that the action President Cleveland has taken 
of necessity follows the Senate’saction. Butshould 
the atiswer by Coiigress be a reftisal to recognize the 
just demands of the military service? We have 
entered upon one of those by-paths which have been 
found so often to lead to war. To dispute with an- 
other nation aa to our respective rights and duties; 
to thiedten by Executive ptodlantation to strike a 
vital blow at interests which are recognized by otit 
antagonists as important—what is this but to de- 
clare that we are ready for the ultimate argument 
of nations if an appeal to it becomes necessary ? 

‘* Plainly stated,” says the President in his mes- 
sage to Congress, ‘‘the policy of national retalia- 
tion manifestly embraces the infliction of the great- 
est harm upon those who have injured us, with the 
least possible damage to ourselves. And above all 
things the plan of retaliation, if entered upon, 
should be thorough and vigorous.” Is it to be ex- 
pected that Canada will acoept without protest this 
declared purpose to injuro ber; and witat is the 
logic of the situation if the retort be still further 
infringements upon the rights of our citizens? The 
President further declares with emphasis: ‘‘ The 
course which I have outlined, and the recommenda- 
tions made relate to the honor and dignity of our 
country and the protection and preservation of the 
rights and interests of all our people. A Govern- 
ment does but half its duty when it protects its citi- 
izens at home and permits them to be imposed upon 
and humiliated by the unfair and overreaching dis- 
position of other nations.” How are we to maintain 
this position? Is it by leaving our Army without 
the necessary provision for its support, our sea- 
ports without defence, and invite aggression by de- 
claring in effect that while we are willing to pro- 
voke it we are not disposed to provide against it ? 
** Willing to wound but yet afraid to strike.” ‘To 
be prepared for war,” our first President declared 
in a speech to Congress, Jan. 8, 1790, ‘is one of 
the most effectual ways of preserving peace.” 

1t is most meet we arm us ‘gainst the foe 
For peace itself should not so dull a kingdom 
a= that defences, musters, preparations, 


hould be maintain’d, assembled and collected, 
= were a war in preparation. 
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WORK IN THE NAVY. 


Wun the good work of building new vessels of 
war progresses, the old wooden ships are not being 
entirely neglected. At the various yards consider- 
able work is being done in the way of rebuilding 
and repairing a number of these now old but still 
useful crafts. At the Portsmouth, N. H., yard, the 
Kearsearge is being extensively repaired and will be 
teady for her officers October 1. The estimated cost 
of the repairs to this ship will be $47,792.26. At the 
same yard the training ships Saratoga and Ports 
mouth will be entirely rebuilt, at- an estimated cost 
of $68,000, and will be ready about the first of the 
year. At the New York yard, the Richmond is fitting 
out, ultimately to be the flagship of the Asiatic 
Station, and will cost, when completec!, $20,596. 94. 
She will be ready for sea in about two months from 
the present time. 

At the Norfolk yard, the Pensacola, which will 
be flagship of the North Atlantic Squadron, is being 
repaired, and the estimated cost to complete her 
entire is $27,311. She will be ready in about five 
nionths. This ship will receive an entire new set 
of boilers, which are now being forwarded frem the 
Washington Navy-yard, where they have been in 
store for some time. 

The double turreted monitor Puritan will 
shortly be sent to the yard to be rebuilt in accord- 
ahte with an act of Congress approved August 3, 
1886. The training ship Jamestown will also be re- 
paired at this yard at an estimated cost of $12,000 
and be ready in about three months. At the Mare 
Island yard the greatest amount of work is being 
done. The Jrogusis is nearly ready and her esti- 
mated cost when finisbed will be $29,400. She will 
be ready for sea Sept. 15. Thesteamship Monon- 
gahela is also being overhauled and repaired at this 
station at an estimated cost of $25,000. She will 
be sent again to the South Pacific as storeship ot 
the station, with headquarters at Payta, Peru. She 
Will be ready Oct. 1. 

The surveying steamer Ranger is being fitted for 
one year’s service on the Pacific coast at an outlay 
of $9,200 and is now ready to proceed with her 
work. The Mohican is now in the dry dock and after 
some slight repairs are put on to enable the ship to 
leave the dock she will be repaired at an estimated 
cost of $14,800 and be ready in sixty days. 

The Vandalia and Adams of the Pacific Squad- 
ron are now on their way to the Mare Island yard 
for repairs and it is expected both sbips will be 
there by the middle of October. The double tur- 
reted monitor Monadnock is being rebuilt also at 
the California yard at an estimated cost of $600,000 
and will be ready in about two years. 








ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Tue Army is likely to be left in a sad plight 
through the contest that has arisen between the 
Military and Appropriation Committees on the 
Army Appropriation bill. The indications now are 
that that measure will not become a law for weeks, 
perhaps months, and possibly not at all during the 
present session. Doubtless another emergency 
resolution will be enacted, as the present one expires 
Sept. 1. Even if the appropriations are extended, 
considerable embarrassment and annoyance must 
ensue, for there are many important expenditures 
in the pending bill that cannot be incurred under 
an emergency resolution. 

The report of the Conference Committee on the 
bill was adopted by the Senate with but little oppo- 
sition, but upon reaching the House 1t soon became 
apparent that the Appropriation Committee would 
be able to defeat it. A vote taken by the 
House on Thursday after a prolonged wrangle be- 
tween members of the two committees, resulted in 
the rejection of the Conference Committee's report, 
the yote being 38 to 61. This action leaves the 
measure iu a very embarrassing position. Further 
conference cannot possibly result in changing the 
recommendations rejected by the House, for the 
Senate members will under no circumstances yield, 
and the House members are not desirous that they 
should. Another meeting is therefore unnecessary. 
Thus the bill must rest in its present unsettled con- 
dition until the. House gets in a humor to pass it, or 
otherwise it will fail altogether. 





THE House after spending two days in debate on 
a point of order raised against section 6 of the For- 
tifications bill, which creates a board on defence to 
make contracts to the extent of $13,000,000 for 
heavy guns, struck it out finally and passed the 
bill without it, leaving tbe total amount contained 
in the bill at $3,725,000 for the following purposes : 
For general protection and repair of fortifica- 
tions, $10,000; for construction of sea walls and 
earth embankments, $17,000; for torpedoes for 
harbor defence, $200,000 ; for manufacture or pur- 
chase and test a carriage and cannon, projectiles, 
ete., $400,000; to complete the guns now under fab- 
rication, $158,000; for erection of gun foundry 
at Watervliet Arsenal, $750,000; for purchase of 
steel forgings for heavy guns, $1,500,000; for 12- 
inch breech loading rifled mortar, $500,000. 





LaBovucuene tells us in London Truth that Queen 
Victoria of England “has expressed her opinion in 
the strongest possible termes that her grandson has 
behaved very badly towards his mother; that he 
has insulted her, and that he has manifested gross 
disrespect towards his father’s memory by rusbing 
off to join in a series of festivities at a foreign court 
before the wreaths on the late Emperor's coffin are 
withered. Her Majesty and the Empress Augusta,’ 
says Labouvhere, “ are in perfect accord on the sub- 
ject, and the old Empress has espoused the side of 
her daughter-in-law with great zeal throughout the 
quarrel.”

CAPTAIN CHARLES H. Rockwett, 5th U. S. Cav., 
who died Aug. 21, at St. Elizabeth Asylum, Wash- 
ington D.C., from puralysis of the brain, entered 
the Military Academy in 1865, from Ohio, waa gradu 
ated in 1869, and promoted 2d Lieutenant of the 5th 
Cavalry, became Ist Lieutenant August 29, 1°72, and 
Captain Apfil 24, 1886.

The naval cadets above named have becn Sonal. guts by 
a Court martial of hazing, aed thereupon the urt has 
recommended their dismissal from the service. Beéfure this 
recommendation is fully acted on and their dismissal or 
dered an application is made for Executive clemency, nel 

The offence of which the accused bave been convicted is 
an unmaply and cowardly one, which for all reasons de- 
serves the severest condemnation. Any cadet who hopes 
achieve an honoreble place in the Navy, and who appreci- 
ates that not only kuowledge but gentiemanly behavior is 
necessary to bis success ought ta feel that he disgraces 
himself by the unfair and bullying conduct which always 
characterizes hazing. The excuse sometimes suggested that 
those who haze new cadets were themselves subjected to 
the same treatment upon their ent: ance to the service lea 
foolish and unworthy plea which ought not to be fora 
moment regarded. 

The Congress bas shown its condemnation of this offence 
by thecnactment of a law expressly punishing its commis- 
sion by dismissal trom the service and preventing re~ 
instatement as far as a law of Congress candoso. And 
while the constitutional power of the Executive to pardon 
the offence or commute the punishment still remains, it is 
maoifest that its exercise is opposed to the policy of the law 
and should as a general rule be withheld. 

These considerations and the further one that 1 am in en- 
tire sympathy with the purposes of the act and entir 
willing to aid in any manner the prevention of practice 
of bazing, has made it exceedingly difficult for me to con- 
sider the applications for clemency which have been ad- 
dressed to me by the friends of the parties under con vietion, 
I have not done so without consultation with those in ¢ e 
of the Naval Academy, who, while determined to suppress 
occurrences of this nature, evince a generous consideration 
for the avcused. 

It sppears that notwithstanding the law on the subject 
and the efforts made to suppress and punish this offence, it 
has continued to quite an extent, so that perhaps its fre- 
quency withthe knowledge of the cadets, has ebscured its 
serious nature and consequences. The proceedings which 
resuited in these convictions are by far the most determmmed 
efforts which have been made to enforce the law and pre- 
vent the commission of the offence which it denounces, 

‘the convicted cadets, all or most of them, staud well in 
their class and bid fair, if givep an opportunity to complete 
their course, to useful to the Servive. The specific 
charges of which they have been convicted, though bad 
enough and entirely inexcusable, do not involve any actual 
brutality or extreme violence, The cousequences of the 
punishment recommended are lasting disgrace and the cuin 
of bonorable careers. 1 am led to bope that if leniency is 
shown in these cases, the punishment which the offenders 
will still suffer, though less thun dismissal, will suttive for 
their correction and as a warning to their fellow cadets. 

I have, therefore, determined to modify an’ commute the 
sentence «f dismissal recommended in cach of the cases 
mentioned, by dir cting the officers of the Naval Academy 
to place each of these convicted cadets in confinement upon 
the Sanice for 30 days, and that they cach be deprived of 
one-half of their annua! leave. 

In full fairness and justice to all naval cadets, I desire it 
to be distinctiy understood that the clemency granted iu 
these cases is not to be considered a precedent for future 
Executive interference, thut it is the purpose of all charged 
with duty in the premises to suppress the practice of hazing, 
that but slight ioterfererce with anuther cadet consticutes 
the offence, and that the severest sentence recommen 
upon future convictions will be executed.

This is accompanied by a communication of the 
Acting Attorney-General, stating that ibe President 
has power to commute the sentence, in spite of the 
rigid requirements of the Act of Congress. It is also 
accompanied by a commuoication from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in which he says: 


The thorough manner in which the offence of hazing bas 
veen taken hula of and prosecuted in the Academy proper 
bas, I am informed, caused its disappearance; but this deal- 
ing with each other on board ship bas continued, [t has 
never been taken up in this thorough manner before, and 
~ bony I have no doubt, cause its disappearance on sbip- 

oard, 

From the manver in which these cases have been treated 
heretofore there is ground for the supposition that the ofti- 
cers of the Academy have not given it to be understood 
that cases ot this character would be considered as cases 
worthy of dismissal. The records sent to the Department 
last year covered four cases,in all of which a verdiet of 
“guilty of hazing” was found, but in one of them ooly was 
the cadet recommended to be dism in the other three 
cases no punishment was inflicted. In these three cases the 
offences were of q@te a similar nature—io one case ideati- 
cal with the charges in the present cases. 

No blame attaches to the officers for this apparent unfair- 
ness and inequality in their administration of this Jaw, be- 
cause it has arisen from a mistake as to their powers. I am 
informed that the supposition at the Academy bas been that 
the Court-martial Boards has no other alternative in there 
cases but to either recommend dismissal or to drop the mat- 
ter of punishment aud make no recommendation on the 
subject. A review of the law shows that an a uate pun- 
ishment less than dismissal! could be inflicted with or with- 
out the recommendation of the Court-martial, and I tear 
the failure to punish at ll for these offences in 1887 bas bad 
much to do with their existence in 1888. 

To disaiiss nine young men, some of them with the high- 
est standing and of the best promise, with the stigma of in- 
eligibility upon them at the outset of their lives uncer the 
circumstances found in these cases is inconsistent with my 
views of justice and right. But the practice of interfering 
in any manner with a member of the incoming class ix ope 
to be severely condemned, and one that must be stopped 
entirely. The proceedings already bad upon the matter 
have caused this to be understood among the cadets, and it 
is believed that a Jess punishment than dismissal, under the 
present circumstances, will be more effective in bringing 
about such result.

GENERAL SHERIDAN'S LIFE INSURANCE, 


THERE was recently published a statemeut that it 
was discovered among the papers of Gen. Sheridan 
that a life insurance policy of $15,000 had been placed 
for him by his friend, Gen. W. B. Franklin, of Hart- 
ford. A friend of the fawily corrects this, and the 
correction shows what a generous friend General 
Sheridan had in his old war comrade, Gen. Alger. 
{t appears that a few years ago Gen. Alger, at that 
time Governor of Michigan, guve Gep. Sheridan 
$'0,000 in money, upon condition that it should be 
invested im a life insurance policy, and that that 
policy should be kept up for the benefit of his 
widow. The money was invested in a policy for 
$25,000, and inquiry since the death of Gen. Sheri- 
dan, at the office of the company was auswered by 
a statement thatthere bad been no defau'tin the 


payments upon the policy. 
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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Experiments are being conducted at the Springfield 
Armory this week with the Rubin magazine gun, 
under the auspives of a board of ordoance officers, 
composed of the officers on duty at thearmory. One 
of the inveptor’s countrymen, an attache of the 
Swias legatiop, was in attendance. The Schnihof 
magazine gun, the inventiou of an Australian by 
that name, will also be tested by. the same board at 
an early date. The tests are all made in accordance 
with a preserihed standard prepared by the Ord- 
nance Deprrtm:nt and when completed tbe detailed 
reports will bs forwarded to the authorities at 
Washington. 





From England a correspondent who is exceptiun- 
ally well informed upon the subject writes us as 
follows: ‘Solid steel armor ha; been losing ground 
rapidly of late. The ltalian Government which is 
seriously committed to steel, inasmuch as it has 
installed large works 1n Italy for the manufacture 
of armor on the Creusot system, is now realizing 
the errors it has made, and the great sacrifice which 
the Minister of Marine would have to make to re- 
trace bis steps, isthe only thing standing in the way 
ol the readoption of compound armor. But this 
will come, and we beheve within a very sbort time. 
The Spaniards who but lately armored their shin, 
the Pelugo, with steel have certainly abandoned its 
use, and will take the‘ Wilson’ compound plate 
for the cruisers they are just about to build. Swe- 
den 1s the only other country committed to the use 
of steel, and we trust that Americans will recognize 
the truth of this question before they have wasted 
much money in the manufacture of solid steel ar- 
mor, as recommended by the Advisory Board.” 


At the Cepenhagen Exbibition is shown the first 
specimen of a new Swedith rapid-firing gun, de- 
signed by Mr. Harald Thropnsen and manufactured 
at the large and celebrated establishment of Fin- 
spongs Styckebruk. Sweden. It is capable of firing 
Eighteen shots per minute with one man, while with 
two men it bas a capacity of one shot every 
other second, or thirty shots per mipute; calibre 
forty-seven millimetres; length about fifty-two 
calibres and the distance from the base of the project- 
ile to the moutb of the barrel 40 calibres. The muz- 
zle velocity is 2141 ft. (657 metres) per second with a 
eharge of 750 grammes of Swedish field-artillery 
powder; the maximum pressure in tbe barrel has 
been 2300 atmospheres. The mechanism is both 
simple and strong. 





Senator Teller has offered as an amendment t» 
tbe fortification bill, the bill previously iutroducedl y 
bim appropriating $100,000 for the purchase from the 
Hurst inforce Cartridge and Arms Co. of New 
Jersey of a number of small arms and rifled siege 
guns. 





Describing the Glasgow International Exhibition 
the Engineer says: Messrs. Cammell and Co. 
Sheffield, have a large aud effective display of their 
well known speciulities. A magnificent forgmg 
some 24 tons in weight, intended for the core ot a 
63-ton breechloading gun, lies along the frout of 
the stand. It is finished brighton the outside and 
rough bored, with an electric light at oneend to 
facilitate examination of the interior.. Behind tbis 
is grouped a number of smaller ordnance forgings 
in various stages of completion, forming portious of 
an assortment of breecbloading rifled guos from 
6in. to 13din. calibre. Several heavy armor plates 
are shown, and two tested plates, one of solid iror 
and the other a Wilson steel-faced plate, proved 
conclusively the superior resisting power of com 
pound armor. One of Messrs. (ammell’s comy ound 
plates was severely tested iu March last at Ports- 
mouth; and a facsimile model of the plate after 
being struck by .iwo Palliser and three Heltzer 
forged steel projectiles at a range of 10 yards will 
be of interest to war-sbip designers. All failed to 
pierce the plate, which 1s certainly one of the finest 
pieces of armor yet made. Other objects of inter 
est are sections of plates and bolts, and, above all, 
supported on the armor plates, a full-sized wooden 
model of a three throw crank shaft, 60 tons in 
weight, made for the well known Cunard Steamer 
Aurania. e

INVESTIGATING THE NAVY. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. 

It iz not generally known that a committee appointed 

some months ago is actively at work on the records of the 
various bureaus of the Navy Department. Those who bave 
learned the fact do not seem to uppreciate the importance 
of the investigation, perbaps, for the reason that no effort is 
made to make capital out of the rich finds of the official 
ferrets. The committee began its labors nearly a year ago. 
lt bas up to date investigated the Bureaus of Steam Engi- 
neering, Construction and Repair, Provisions and Clothing 
aud Equipment and Recruiting. The Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery is not to be disturbed by the committee, the 
sweeping investigation of that bureau made by Surcevcn 
Van Reypen being regarded as sufficievt. Therefore the 
labors of the committee wi!! have been finished when it has 
examined the books and files of the Bureaus of Ordnance 
and Yards and Docks. The latter bureau will not consume 
much of the committee’s time, but the former may. So 
quietly bas this investigation been conducted tbat the com- 
mittee bas been enabled to du very effective work. The re- 
sults of its labors have from time to time been submitted to 
Secretary Whitney, who evidently has no desire to give 
them out for publication. It is understood that be inte.ds 
— intormation obtained by the committee for private use 
only. 
The result of the investigation at the New York Navy- 
yard will doubtless be made public as soon as Paymr. Allen 
makes bis final report. The Secretary will pursue this course 
because some of the misdeeds he is endeavoring to unearth 
have been perpetrated during his administration. Paymr. 
Allen, who is conducting this investigation, is considered 
one of the shrewdest men in thefnaval service. He is keen 
and alert, but at the same time bunest and just. He makes 
frequent trips to this city, and always brings a bundle of 
papers. He hulds long consultations with Secretary Wobit- 
oy Judge-Advocate General Remey. and then returns 
to New York to renew his efforts to d ver wrongs and 
wroongdoers. 

It is expected that Paymr. Alien will band his final report 
to Secretary Whitney some time this week. A condition of 
affairs has been discovered that is isaid to exist in every 
Navy-yard, and if the Secretary sees fit to be severe, he 
could, itis claimed, make nearly every living officer who 
ever did duty in a Navy-yard feel decidediy uncomfortable, 

The Navy regulations allow officers and men on boaru 
sbip certain quantities of the suppiies the paymaster bas al- 
lotted him for a cruise. On the return of the vessel the pay- 
master frequently finds that the amount allowed has net 
been exhausted. He thenturns over the surplus to the 
store house at the pavy-yard without invoice. The officers 
in all the yards have been in the habit of using these surplus 
supplies. Old bard tack hasbeen broken up and fed to the 
chickens. A little tea bas trequentiy found its way to the 
co of the cfficer’s household.

e New York Navy-yard did. Itis only what too many 
employees of the Government do. If itis not provisions for 
their table, it is stationery for their writing desks. It is not 
on record that any one been punished for taking a sheet 
of paper or a piece of bard tack. It is said bere that it need 
create no surprise if several of the emplovees are sent tothe 
penitentiary. One crime was discovered here which alone 
1s sufficient to send the culprit to Albany. It is the custom 
to order goods to be delivered at the store house. Then the 
Inspection Board is sent for,and certifies to quantity and 
quality. In the particular case referred to 100 chests of tea 
were ordered, and the »merchant privately instructed to 
sead only 80 chests, accompanied bya bill for the entire 
bundred. Onthe arrival of the 80 chests 20 were added 
from the storage rooms, an@ when the inspection officer ar- 
rived there were the 100 chests called for by the requisition. 
Paymaster Alien will probably recommend that the perpe- 
trator of this fraud be prosecuted in the civil courts, and 
doubtless several otbers will be dealt with in the same man- 
ner.

FORT LEAVENWORTH, KAS. 


In the school library the other day I learned in conversa- 
tion with Lieut. Hein, secretary of the school, that there ts 
now in the library abont 2.000 volumes of professional and 
historical works. ‘Quite a number of valuable books have 
been received recentiv. The room and the shelving are ad- 
mirable in desigo and arrangement. There will be capacity 
for 10,000 volumes, a number which it is very probable the 
library will reach within five years. There is also a valu- 
able colleetion of wilitary maps and pamphlet publications. 
There are several racks ia the room well filled with arms of 
various patterns, but none more ancient than our own his- 
tory. It is, however, a very interesting collection. 

I noticed hanging on the wall near the secretary's desk a 
rtrait of Gen. Sherman by Sarony, which is one of the 
tI have ever seen. It was presented to Gen. McCook 

last winter for the scbool. 

This library is intended especially for instructors and stu- 
dent officers, but is enjoyed by all the officers on the reser- 
vation. It will be in time one of the three military libraries 
of the country. A thing in this connection. not now easily 
understood, is that while West Point and Fort Monroe li- 
braries are allowed some money regularly from the annual 
appropriations, the school library here cannot get a cent 
and must depend upon the general fund for the school, re- 
alized from the sale of the bread ration. The contingent 
fund of the Adjt.-Geo.’s department with which very cood 
libraries provided at the various division and depait- 
ment headquarters might be diverte:! in part to this schooi 
library with very great advantage to the Service. 

The post library bere is one of the best inthe Army. It 
comprises now about 3.000 volumes, well selected and suited 
for an Army library. There is also a large amount of un- 
bound publications. 

There is one institution bere which appears to be an as- 
sured success, notwithstanding many discouragements, and 
the apparently (for a time) fruitiess labors of the officers 
connected with it. Itis the U. S. Cavairy Association. Its 
membership has increased by nearly 40 since the appearance 
of its last puodlication. It may now be looked upon as per- 
manently engrafted upon the Army, and greutly to the 
Army’s advantage, too.

At bis request, the cemetery authori- 
ties say, his grave wasasimple excavation in the 
earth, withoat any casing of brick or vement.”

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Newport Bar- 
racks, Ky., for desertion, the reviewing authority, Major 
General Schofield says 

The pr dings, findings and sentences are disapproved. 
The record was returned to the court for reconsideration ; 
it being clear that the court had found the prisoner guilty 
of an offence for which it had no evidence except his plea 
of guilty, and equally clear, under the accepted rulings of 
the Juige Advocate General, that the only offence of which 
it could properly convict bim, in the deticiency of any otner 
eviden’e, was absence without leave: his plea of guilty of 
desertion at his arraignment baving been changed to ab- 
sence without leave by his subs: quent statement to the 
court. (Digest., p. 377-8.) Instead of *reconswering its 
findings” upon the record as it stood (the only legal course 
open to it), the court re-opened the case; and having iaken 
much additional evidence, or, in other words, subjected the 
prisoner to a new trial, has submitted a supplementary 
record idefective in form, because it contains no arraign- 
ment of the prisoner and has no visible connection with any 
previous proceedings); and has decided ‘to adhere to its 
original tinding of guilty. These errors of procedure in 
the case are fatal to the validity of the proceedings; not 
the least remarkable among them being that last indicated, 
viz: the taking of additional testimony ow the return of the 
record for reconsideration. Winthrop says (Vol. I., p. 645): 
*Nor can the record be returned on account of an error 
which can be corrected only by means of the introduction 
of testimony. The object of the proceeding is not to re- 
open an investigation once closed or rehear a case once 
tried and brought to judgment, but simply to revise what 
has been judicially completeo.” See also the opinion of the 
Judge Advocute Generul of the Army published in General 
Orders No. 47, Headquarters of the Army, A. G. O., dated 
April 29, 1879. 

In the case of a corporal recently tried at Fort Bayard for 
sundry misdemeanors and sentenced to dishonorable dis- 
charge and confinement at bard labor for six months, the 
reviewing authority, Gen. Miles, says: “ The fact is de- 
veloped that the p ner was instrumental to a certain de- 

ce, in aiding and abetting Pvt. Lemons, Co. A, 24th (nf, 

0 committing a murderous assault upen Sergt, Webster, o 
the same company. The court finds the prisoner guilty of 
neglecting to disarm Lemons when he knew he was in an 
angry and excited state ; that he assisted bim in regaining 

ion of his rifie after it had been taken from bim and 
placed in the arm rack; apd that he neglected a second time 
to take or make apy effort to take the rifie away from bim, 
well knowing be was likely to do bodily injury to some one 
therewith. If in the opinion of the court the evidence sus- 
tains its findings, then the prisoner is guilty of assisting an- 
other in the commission of a very grave crime. No testi- 
mony was introduced to lessen the gravity of the offence as 
charged, or to influence the court in imposing so trifling a 
sentence, which, in the opinion of the reviewing authority, 
tends more to impair than promote discipline. The sentence 
is regarded as entirely inadequate tu the gravity of the 
offence and istherefore disappruved and the prisoner will 
be returned to duty.”

HYDROGRAPHIC EXPEDITION. 


AS PREVIOUSLY mentioned in the JouRNAL, Com- 
modore Walker, chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
bas decided to send another expedition of naval 
officers to Mexico and Central America to make the 
necessary observations in various points in those 
countries, in contiuuance of the important work of 
determining secondary meridian of longitude by 
the use of the telegraph. Commodore Walker bas 
from the beginning been moat entbusiastic over this 
species of scientific work and has given much time 
and attention in bringing it to perfection. Lieut. 
G. L. Dyer, hydrograpber to the bureau, bas been a 
most able assistant to bis chief, and ail of the offi- 
cers op duty in the Hydrographic Office, in fact the 
entire Service, are much interested in this particu- 
lar work, which is attractiog the attention of the 
scientific world. 

In the last work of this kind, which was finished 
about three years ago, the chain of longitudes was 
carried from Galveston, Texas, to Vera Cruz, on the 
Gulf Coast of Mexico; also from Panama up the 
west coast of Central America to Libertad in Sal- 
vador. It is now proposed to connect these points. 
From Vera Cruz a submarine cable extends to Coat- 
zacoalcos on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. Thencea 
jand line extends across the Isthmus to Salina Cruz 
on the Pavific, and from this point a cable is carriea 
down the coast. In —s this measurement, Vera 
Cruz and Coatzacoalcos wi sey be the first 
points occupied. An observing party will be sta- 
tioned at each of these places, and the difference of 
longitude between them will be determined. The 
exact longitude of Vera Cruz being already known, 
it will be only necessary to apply this difference of 
longitude to that pvsition to give the position of 
Coatzacoaleos. This being done, the Coatzacoulcos 
party wii! cross the Isthmus to Salina Cruz, and the 
Vera Cruz party will ocoupy the coatzacoalcos sta- 
tion, and thus the work will proceed until all the 
links of the chain have been measured, when the ex- 
pedition will return. ‘The stations occupied will 
probably be the following, viz.: Vera Cruz, Coatza- 
coalcos and Salina Cruz in Mexico, Libertad in Sal- 
vador, and San Juan del Sur in Nicaragua. 

The expedition will ieave the United States about 
the middle of November, in order to arrive in 
Mexico at the beginning of the dry seasop, as clear 
and dry weather is absolutely necessary for the re- 
quisite astronomical observations. 

The following officers will be detailed for this ser- 
vice, viz: Lieutenant J. A. Norris in charge, Lieut. 
Charles Laird and Ensign J. H. L. Holcombe, 
together with an other offiggr wbo has not yet been 
selected. These officers are all exper'enced in the 
work. Lieut. Norris has been connected with all 
the longitude expeditions sent out by the Bureau of 
Navigation since 1874. Lieut. Laird first became 
connected with the work in China in 1881, and En- 
sign Holcombe is experienced in similar astronomi- 
cal work, though he has not before assisted in 
measuriug longitudes. 

Five months will probably be necessary to com- 
plete the measurements, and the party will return 
home early in the spring of 1889. Several months 
will be employed in making the computations, and 
the results wiil then be published.

FORCED DRAFT ON THE SWATARA. 


ENGINEER;IN-CHIEF MELVILLE went out as far as 
the lightshtp on buard the Swatara last Saturday, 
when she started for the South Atlantic station, to 
luspect the working of the machinery under forced 
draft. Fires had beeu lighted in all six boilers, and 
after reaching Sandy Hook the forced draft was 
turned on and the engmes run at full speed for a. 
short time, Everything worked exceedingly well, 
the engines developing at oue time 1,330 indicated 
horse power ut 60.5 revolutions, which is a larger 
power than had ever before been developed by any 
of the Swatara class. This power could not be kept 
up, however, on account of the lack ef experience 
with forced draft on the part of the firemen. After 
they become nore accustomed to their work the 
machinery will do much better, as has been proven 
in the case of the Alliance. The Engineer-in-Cbief 
is of the opinion that all cruising of vessels so fit- 








only one boiler is used, us the training of firemen 
is of much more importance than a slight gain in 
econowy. Thereis not much use in applying forced 
draft to vessels if the men cannot have enough ex- 
periepce to enable them to work the fires when 
necessity arises for full speed.

THE journey of the Czar to Bakou, in Central 
Asia, bus been officially fixed for the end of Sep- 
tember. Tae Shab, on being apprised of the inten- 
tion, signified to Prince Dolgorouky, the Russian 
Minister at Teheran, his desire to also visit Bakou 
eve the same time, and seek an interview with the 
“zar.

Moltke’s resignation read like obituary notices.

As AN illustration of the speed at which railway

We confess, however, toa mild 
curiosity as to what our neighbor thinks of doing.— 
S. F. Report. 

THE proposed Canadian-Pacific cable scheme be- 
tween Vancouver, Hawaii, the Fauning and Fiji 
Islands, New Zealand, and Australia is making 
progress. The total distance to be covered by cable 
is 6,800 miles, but the longest single stretch of sub- 
marine cable is not to be over 2,000 miles. 

Ir is stated that an Italian engineer, Signor Victor 
Brocca, bas juet completed the survey of the pro- 
posed canal across Italy, the object of which is to 
save the very long journey round Cape Leuca. This 
canal would begin on the western side near Castro, 
on the Tyrrenhian Sea,and reach the eastern coast 
at Fano, on the Adriatic. Ita length would be about 
180 miles, and its proposed breadth 110 yards, and its 
depth 40 ft. for the purposes of the canal it would 
be necessary to drain the two lakes, Bolsena and 
Tbrasimene, The estimated cost of the undertaking 
is 20 millions sterling. 

THE paval manoeuvres off the ports of Genoa and 
Spezia this year are full of interest. The object has 
been to attack the latter port. Tbe principal oper- 
ations of the bostile fleet againet Spezia having been 
unsuccessful, au upexpected attack was made upon 
Genoa. This attempt hkewise failed, and two tor- 
pedo-boats of the enemy have been declared hors 
de combat. 'The results of the maucouvres have beeo 
very satisfactory thus far, as showing the efliciency 
of the system of naval and coast defence. The 
Lepanto, Italia, Duilio, Eina, Dandolo, Giovanni 
Bausan, and many other powerful ships are en- 
gaged io the mancuvres. 

Accounts from Zululand indicate the gravity of 
the situation there. Most of the coast chiefs near St. 
Lucia are ou the warpath, emboldened by the Eng- 
lish reverse on Juve 2 and Usibepu’'s defeat. There 
is a prospect also ot a struggle for supremacy be- 
tween the Duteb and the English races in the Trans- 
vaal Republic. President Kruger has irritated the 
diggers to madness by his recent decree that all 
business in the exchange and market places shall be 
carried on in the Dutch language. Meanwhile the 
Boers are importing arms and ammubpition 1a quan- 
tities, and have beep orcering Gatling and other re- 
peating weapons fiom Europe. 

THE Russian Government would appear to bave 
decided to push on the Siberian Kailway with 
energy; Mr. Balinpsky, the engineer who constructed 
the bridge over the Oxus, baving passed through 
Tiflis on bis way to Siberia to construct. by contract 
1,000 versts, or nearly 700 miles of permanent way, 
at a cost of $2,000 a verst. ‘This seems to indicate that 
the Government will construct the railway itself, 
and in the cheap rapid manuver that has proved so 
successful with the Transcaspiao undertaking. The 
larger proportion of Siveria consists of flat country, 
resembling the prairie lands of America, and well 
adapted therefore for the construction of a cheap
